Gluttons are Made. 

i A story is told of the mothers in Surinam 
| which is much in point, though it ninv not 
j ho exactly true. It is said that when'their 
young iufauts are so full fed that they “ run 
: over,” they take them on their knees and by 
a peculiar trotting motion endeavor to shake 
down the milk in their stomachs, as farmers 
shake down apples or ears of corn in a bas¬ 
ket, iti order tint it may hold a little more. 

Our mothers, in the United States, have 
not yet come to this, but they are bravely 
coming on—at least, some of them. They 
crowd the stomarh till it loses mnch of its 
tone and vigor: the child becomes flatulent, 
and aromatics or wind medicines are given. 
These afford relief for a time, hut leave the 
stomach a little jjfeebler than before; and 
thus the trouble goes on and increases. 

The food which is prepared by a kind 
Providence, though obviously all it requires, 
till it has teeth to cat something else with, is 
dfeemed quite insufficient. The poor crea¬ 
ture, it is thought, will ilever ‘ come to much, 
without something stronger. In order to 
have the child fat, and lusiy, and strong, it 
must learn to eat, so it is thought, such 
food as makes us strong. A little, from 
time to time, of such loud as we happen 
to have on the table, is fed to it—perhaps to 
eke out one of the full meals of its natural 
food, of which I have just spoken. 

As the child is. at first, quite indifferent 
about receiving the new and strange sub¬ 
stances which arc offered to it, and quite 
unacquainted with the process of tiiastica- 
tion, they are sometimes mnsiicated for 
them by the mother, or if not by her, it is 
done by some person who has a month aud 
a set of teeth in a worse condition than her 

. Perhaps it is a piece of apple which is ad¬ 
ministered, or a piece of potato. He scowls 
and slavers and eschewes it; but it must go 
down. The process is repeated, aud again 
repeated—for mothers are apt to be very 
persevering here—till at length it goes down 
with a gWoil deal of facility. 

It is not long, now, before the dear little 
ireatura comes to the table. Tied into his 
little chair, he is the most prominent object 
of attention mid conversation; and all seem 
to vie with ono another about the honor of 
feeding his stomach and his rising self-con¬ 
sequence. He must, of course, like what, 
the company J'tke—down to the tea and cof¬ 
lee ; and he must be literally stuffed with it. 
The process is repeateil from time to time, 
till, the precious art of eating, and drinkiug— 
teeth, or no teeth—is cotisuniated.

A Slave Auction in Virginia. 

The N. Y. Tribune publishes a letter 
from a young New-Yorker, now on his first 
southern tour, in which he gives an account 
I of a slave auction, that he attended in Rich¬ 
mond, Vt. We copy portions of the letter 
I which may serve to illustrate ‘ ‘ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin 

-XSince I left New York, I have seen the 
original Declaration of Independence, and 1 
have seen it “ illustrated” here in this place. 
lOhjinyGod! Oh, my country !! 

I have been an eye-witness this morning 
to scenes such as have never been described, 
and never can be. You and I have been told 
by some of the dough-faces of the North 
that the evils of slavery are exaggerated. 
But they have not been half told, and I have 
neither the ability nor the heart to describe 
the scenes I have this moment come from 
witnessing. 

I have spent two hours at the public sales 
of slaves. There are four of them, and all 
in the same street, not more than two blocks 
from the Exchange Hotel, where we are 
staying. These slave depots aTe in one of. 
the’ most frequented streets of the place, and 
the sales are. conducted in the building, on 
the first floor, and within view of the pass¬ 
ers-by. There are small screens "behind 
which the women of mature years are taken 
for inspection ; but the men and the boys are 
publicly examined in the open store, before 
an audience of full one hundred. These ex- 
aminations are carried on by various persons 
interested, and are enough to shock the feel¬ 
ings of the most hardened. You really can¬ 
not conceive that men in human form could 
conduct themselves so brutally; each scar 
or mark is dwelt upon with great minute^ 
ness—its cause, its age, its general effect 
upon the health, &e., &e., are-questions 
asked aud readily answered. 1 saw full 
twenty men stripped this morning, and not 
more than three of them had what they 
termed‘clean backs,’and some of them —1 
should think full one quarter of them— 
were scarred with the whip to such an ex¬ 
tent as to present a frightful appearance ; 
one in particular was so cut that I am sure 
you could not lay your finger on any part of 
his back without coming in contact with a 
scar. These scars were from the whip, and 
were from two inches to one foot in length. 
These marks damaged his sale; although 
only about 45 or 50 years old, he only 
brought §460 ; but for these marks he would 
I* have brought §750 to §800. 

I saw several children sold ; the girls bro’t 
the highest pries. Girls from 13 to 18 years 
old brought from §600 to §800. 

I must say that the slaves did not display 
as much feeling as I expected, as a general 
thing—bnt there was one noble exception— 
God bless her? and save her too ! as 1 hope 
he will in some way, for if he does not in¬ 
terpose, there were no men there that would. 
She was a fine looking woman-about twenty- 

five years old, with three beautiful children. 
Her children as well as herself were neatly 


on entering the room, and I took my stand 
near her to learn her answers to the various 
questions put to her by the traders. One 
of these traders asked her what was the mat 
ter with her eyes ? W iping away the tears, 
she replied,‘I s’pose I have been crying.’ 
Why do yon cry ? ‘Because I have left my 
man behind, and his master wont let him 
come along.’ ‘Oh, if I buy you. I will 
furnish you with a better husband, of man 
as you call him, than your old one.’ T 
don't want any better, and wont have any 
other as long as he lives.’ ‘Oh. but you 
will though, if I buy you.’ ‘.Vo, Massa , 
God helping me, 1 never will.' 

Did Mrs. Stowe exaggerate the spirit in the 
slave? No, no. I saw ‘flassieV character 
in this woiian folly and fairly sticking put. 
Her answersto other inquiries, but by other 
men, were quite as ‘liberty-loving’ as these 
indicated. The most indecent questions 
were pat to her, all of which, after a little 
hesitation, she answered. 

Just before she was put up I left the room, 
for I am sure J could not have stood the 
scene, and I should have betrayed myself.” 

‘- But I cannot go further. This subject 
grows on mv hands, and if I should only 
say what I think and feel just at this time, 
I should tire yonr patience. 1 am chuck 
full, and shall reserve the overflow until I 
see yon. But think me not untruthful from 
this unavoidable excitement. I don’t tell 
half the truth. I have said nothing of the 
brutality of the audiences I saw at four of 
these auctions. I tell you for a truth that 
i saw fill! one hundred Legrees, and even 
Worse than he.” 

These mictions are held daily and they pay 
each other the courtesy to wait for each other 
so that the second does not begin until the 
first lias concluded aud so on to the last. The 
auctioneer of the second is on hand at the 
first auction to announce—“ Gentlemen, the 
sale of a few fine field hands, including the 
usual assortment of boys, girls, &c., &c.,will 
now take place on tile corner nbovc to which 
your attention is directed.” Suiting the ac¬ 
tion to the word, he heves, followed by the 
whole audience, myself included, to his own 
store, and so on until foitr sales have been 
belli. The usual “ Wall St. honesty ” is ob¬ 
served in The sales; if not sold, the’auction¬ 
eer announces “withdrawn, gentlemen.” 

If this morning I had been possessed of 
the wealth of W. B. Astor, I should have laid 
out some money in “stock.” That would 
have eased my conscience, if it had not paid 
a good interest. Let this lie my conclusion: 
If God spares tny reason and my conscience, 

I will never vote for a pro-slavery mao.— 
From this time forth I promise, and declare 
that I am bound for xhe fight. “ Freedom or 
Death !” shall bo the -‘ watchword and the 
cry.” (Of course I only adopt the spirit of 
tlie-quotiition and don’t mean to do any such 
foolish thing as to kill myself or ajlow Slav¬ 
ery to do it, but to make nil reasonable sacri¬ 
fices in the cause of “truth, right and I 111 - 
tnnnUy.”) Keen this declaration— preserve it 

a guardian angel appear to me, reminding 
me of tiie vows I now take upon inyself. 


Brother Peck.-- In looking at Rev. J. C. 
Lovejny’s plea for the repeal of the Mass. 
Liquor Law, I was not a little surprised and 
grieved that one, of his talents, information 
and standing; one for whom I have enter¬ 
tained so favorable nit opinion, and with 
w'hom 1 have taken .such sweet counsel in 
former days, on subjects bearing so directly 
on the great interests of humanity and piety, 
ns those of slavery and intemperance, should 
utter such sentiments. How to account for 
his position on the Temperance question, 1 
am wholly at a loss, 'flint he sitoultf offer 
such reasons as lie did for the repeal of the 
law before the Committee of the Legisla¬ 
ture, is consistent with the ground he took 
in bis sermon. 1 am not intending to reply 
to his reasoning, though to tny mind, there 
is no little fallacy in it, as well ns a good 
deal of ingenuity: But if I could hnvo Iiis 
ear, I would like to propose some questions 
to him on one of Iiis’positions. He says, 
that, “ wine was promised as a blessing with 
com and oil.” No one disputes that. It 
was done repeatedly,, on several occasions. 
He says, this Law “ is directly against the 
word of God.” He then quotes as just stat¬ 
ed. I have been accustomed to believe the 
Bible was consistent with itsolf; that God 
never inspired one writer to array himself 
against another. All the apparent discrep¬ 
ancies are to he explained in a way to har¬ 
monize with the general principles inculca¬ 
ted in the Bible.' What God promises to , 
men, as a blessing is conducive to their wel¬ 
fare in body aud spirit. Mr. L. says that 
“ wine without fermentation was never 
beard of there, (in Palestine,) and lie did not 
believe it was any where till the Yankee 
nation invented it.” If lie will reatl Di-la- 
van’s Inquirer, he will find proof that the 
mifermented juice of the grape iias been 
called wine; that in some countries, where 
grapes are extensively cultivated, the un- 
fermented juice of the grape is used as a 
pleasant, nutritious beverage, by the peas¬ 
ants, much as our farmers use milk. That 
the use of alcoholic liquors as a beverage is 
destructive of health, intellect, morals and 
piety lias been proved beyond all- contradic¬ 
tion. To assert that the wine which was 
promised as a blessing and which our Sa¬ 
vior made at Cana, was intoxicating is mere 
assumption. But wine is spoken of, not on¬ 
ly as a blessing, hut ns a fearful curse.— 
Thus we read of God’s having made his 
people, for their wickedness, “ to drink of 
the wine of astonishment.” So we are for¬ 
bidden “to look upon the wine, when it is 
red, when it giveth his color in the cup; 
for at the lasft it bitetli like a serpeut and 
stiugeth like an adder.” This plainly ex¬ 
presses fermented, alcoholic wine. If this 
is the same kind of wine, which is promis¬ 
ed as a blessing, why are we forbidden even 
to look upon it "in this state? Then those, 
who “ regard not the work of the Lord, nor 
consider the operations of his hands” are 
described as having “ wine in their feasts.” 
But if all wine is so good, why is it, that 
those who are heedless of God’s works are 
spoken of as having it in their feasts.” 
Why, if all which is called wine in scripture 
is so good, is it employed as a symbol of 
God’s high displeasure ? Such as “ worship 
the beast, and his image and receive his 
mark in their forehead, or hand;" were 
doomed to “ drink of the wine of the wrath 
of God?” Again “ Great Babylon came in 
remembrance before God, to give unto her 
the cup of the wine of the fierceness of his 
wrath.” Corn and oil, bread and meat are 
never spoken of in this way in the scrip¬ 
tures. “Wine is a mocker and strong drink 
is raging,” If all tire wine mentioned in 
scripture is alcoholic, why spoken of in such 
a different manner? Nazarites were for- 


drink wine, nor princes strong- drink.”— 
Why not? The reason is giveu. They 
plight not use intoxicating wine, I’nov. 31, 
4—7. This was to be’used only as a medi¬ 
cine, never as a beverage. Is it not the 
most reasonable way to reconcile the differ¬ 
ent language respecting wine to ^ admit what 
is proved to be the fact, that the unfermeut- 
ed juice of the grape was called wine, as 
well as the feritiefftud ? D. Thurston. 

Stoneuam, Mass.—T his town was settled 
by Richard Holdon^m Englishman,in the year 
1*545. It was at that rime a part ot Charles¬ 
town. About the time ofk^ first settlement, 
a Scotchman, by the name of Hay, located 
here. At the age of seventy he married his 
fifth Wife, and danced at the weddiug. He 
was nearly one hundred years of nge at the 
time of his disease. In the history of Stone- 
ham, written by Silas Dean, 1 fin’d a state¬ 
ment to the following purport: 

A man by the name of Gould, one morn¬ 
ing during the first settlement of the town, 
while at his barn, was surprised at the ap¬ 
proach of n man, stark naked who told him 
he came over to this country in a war-ship, 
and that lie left the ship in a state of nudity 
to avoid detection- This man’s name was 
Iladley, from whom have descended some 
of the most respectnble citizens in this com¬ 
monwealth.

In some coun¬ 
tries the range is wider, in others more restrict¬ 
ed : but it is limited in all, not even accept¬ 
ing the United States. The liberty of conscience 
which is recognizedand applauded in Connecti¬ 
cut will not be tolerated—on certain subjects in 
South Carolina or Georgia.” 

“Massachusetts has one form of 
public conscience, Louisiana has another.— 
Does Mr. Cass mean to say that an Abolitionist 
from Boston, under the plea of liberty of con¬ 
science, has the right to talk in New Orleans, 
and preach, and harangue, and write, and pub¬ 
lish on the subject of slavery as he might choose 
to do in Faneuil Hall ?

Cook of Auburn, Rowe of New Gloucester, and 
Willey of Portland, a Committee to draft Reso¬ 
lutions* Rev. Mr. Butler, appropriately ad¬ 
dressed the Throne of Grace. 

Remarks were made by the Rev. Mr. Willey, 
on the importance and magnificence of the groat 
work in which we are engaged, and assured the 
audience that our success was never so Certain 
as now. A few years ago nothing was done for 
the slave. Few comparatively thought of him. 
riow it is regarded as Ms question of the age. 
Then we had no organizations, no papers, no 
voters, now we have 156,000 voters, good and 

to join us. We have nearly 70 papers, in the 
Free States, and some in the Slave States advo¬ 
cating our glorious cause, directly or indirectly. 
Millions are reading uf the wrongs of Slavery. 

Rev. Mr. Butler, next came forward and spoke 
for a short time, notwithstanding his head is 
whitened with age, with all the zeal of youth. 
We love to see these veterans,in the cause,whose 
hearts worm up with the holy love of Liberty 
on such occasions and to take counsel of them., 

Mr. Marshall, for 28 years a slave, in Virgin¬ 
ia, being called upon, took the stand and gave 
a few faint ideas of that institution, the horrors 
of which no tongue can tell, no pen describe. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Hanscom of Durham. 
Rev. Mr. Nickerson, made some very interest¬ 
ing remarks, alluding to FrankPierce's “Inaug¬ 
ural." He said he felt mortified to think it 
came from the Chief Magistrate of the Nation. 
He considered it more appropriate to the dark 
ages, than this enlightened age of the world. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported some 
able Resolves, strongly condemning, the doings 
of the old pro-slavery parties, urging the peo¬ 
ple to form Liberty Leagues in every town in 
the State, circulate free newspapers, &c. 

John R. French, Esq., of Biddeford, being 
introduced to the audience, gave us one of the 
best speeches we have heard for a long while. 
He is a young man of fine appearance, intellec¬ 
tual attainments, and a heart full of human 
kindness. He was born and educated among 
the free hills of N. H , in the same district with 
the Hon. Henry Wilson of Massachusetts, and 
when school boys together, resolved that what¬ 
ever of talent they might possess, should be 
devoted to the good of suffering, Humanity and 
most nobly are they fulfilling that pledge. 

Messrs. Willey and Marshall, occupied the 
remainder of the P M. meeting, to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the large and intelligent audience-

Among the People. 

We have just returned from a tour on the 
upper Androscoggin, worn down and weary 
enough. We attended fourteen meetings in a 
week, formed many valuable acquaintances,and 
we hope did some permanent service to the 
cause. We never before visited Bethel and 
Gilead, and very little had ever been done there 
except by sterling friends on the ground.— 
There was scarcely a harder inland spot in the 
State The Argus and Mirror had long been 
misinforming and hardening the community 
into scornful obduracy, to the full extent of 
their power. Liberty and Temperance had far¬ 
ed about alike. But those influences are fast 
waning as'd the people are learning the truth. 
We found the ministers generally of all denom¬ 
inations ready to eo-operate decidedly in pro¬ 
moting the cause offreedom. Those who will 
not do this are fast finding their positions in¬ 
convenient. 

A Division of the League was formed in Beth¬ 
el, which will be vigorously carried forward and 
made effective. Another is formingin Gilead, 
we hope also in Greenwood, and one is no doubt 
in operation in Norway before this lime. Oth¬ 
er towns are moving in this matter, and it is 
most earnestly hoped that the friends of Free¬ 
dom everywhere will attend to this before the 
spring opens. It will make a difference of 5000 
votes next fall. Call together as many as you 
can, adopt the Constitution, elect the officers, 
and immediately give notice of the fact to the 
state secretary, who will duly enrol the Di¬ 
vision in numerical order. At the same time 
have the Constitution circulated for the signa¬ 
ture of every free voter,and of all young men dis¬ 
posed to sign. They must take hold of this 
work. See this all done up forthwith. Our 
meetings in Norway, Greenwood, Bethel and 
Gilead, were generally full and often crowded.

We are astonished out of measure. The ap¬ 
plication of the principle of the secret ballot 
before the enactment of the law, detected dou¬ 
ble voting on the part of the Whigs.

The Legislature. 

On account of absence mueh of the time for J 
several weeks, our Legislative record has been 
less perfect than was intended: and now the 
session is so nearly closed that out readers will 
soon have the doings in full. 

The' amended liquor bill passed the House 92 
to 39 ; and the Senate, 17 to 6. The governor 
has not signed it, (April 1.) It can become a 
law without him. He will no doubt yield to 
the necessity upon him and sign it. The effort 
to refer to the people signally failed as it 
should. 

sAn important adjustment of railroad difficul¬ 
ties- appears to have been effected, and the 
whole route from the Kennebec to the Prov¬ 
inces placed under the charter of the European 
and North American road, giving cm equal 
chance to all Connecting routes. If this should 
settle tne protracted railroad difficulties in this 
State, the publie will be the gainer. 

We very much doubt the wisdom of so large¬ 
ly increasing the banking capital of the State 
as has been done at this session. Next year 
will witnes.3 a rush for as much more. 

A resolve iniavor of limiting the paid session 
of the legislature to 70 days passed the House 
but was lost in the Senate. It ought to have 
been 60 and then adopted, and the people will 
yet make it so.

The bearer Peter Still, was kidnapped, in 
early childhood, on the borders of Delaware 
river, in New Jersey, and carried thence to 
Kentucky, and subsequently to Alabama. After 
being held in slavery more than forty years, he 
succeeded in purchasing his freedom; and be¬ 
ing obliged consequently by the laws of Alaba¬ 
ma to leave that State, he eame north to Phila¬ 
delphia,where, by a singular coincidence, he be¬ 
come acquainted with his brother and the fami¬ 
ly from which he had been so long severed. He 
has left a wife and three children in slavery in 
Alabama, whom he naturally and ardently de¬ 
sires to bring into freedom and have with him 
at the North. For this purpose, he now ap¬ 
peals to the sympathy of the benevolent for such 
. pecuniary aid as they may be disposed to give

CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION OF THE SO CALLED 
BURNING FLUIDS. 

The atmosphere, as is well known con¬ 
tains oxygen gas, in the proportion of one- 
fifth part, by measure. 

It is also well known that if hydrogen 
gas be mingled with atmospheric air, it be¬ 
comes explosive when flame is .applied. If 
the hydrogen gas he added in the proportion 
of two measures to one of oxygen, and es¬ 
pecially if the whole quantity be large, the 
ignited gases will explode with great vio¬ 
lence. The same is true if the illuminat¬ 
ing gas be substituted for hydrogen gas ; but 
that gas being composed of hydrogen and 
carbon, requires more oxygen gas. If a 
drop of ether be agittUed in a bottle of oxy¬ 
gen gas, its vapor will instantly mix with 
the gas, and then a burning candle applied 
at the mouth of the, fettle will cause a loud, 
and it may he, a dangerous explosion. 

A glass globe of two quarts capacity 
which had been rinsed with alcohol, merely 
shaken in it and then poured out,' was plac¬ 
ed on the hearth of a Franklin stove to dry, 
its mouth being towards the fire, hilt at the 
distance of three feet from it, when it was 
soon shattered with a violent and dangerous 
detonation. 

These facts will explain the explosion of 

.the burning fluids now so generally used, 
and which are composed^! - oil of turpentine 
and alcohol. Tln^nflammable vapor which 
is constantly rising from the fluid when 
there is any space above, (in other words, 
if the vessel is not full of the fluid,) be¬ 
comes mixed with the air and soon makes it 
explosive, just as ifhydrogen gas were min¬ 
gled with it; oh the Contact or near ap¬ 
proach of flame, an explosion will or may 
ensue. The flame may be even at some dis¬ 
tance, because if the vessel be open the va¬ 
por will flow but of it, and being heavier 
than the air,it may even reach a candle plac¬ 
ed on the floor, and away from the flame., as 
in the case of the glass globe above. 

Whenever a lamp containing burning . 
fluid is only partly filled—and the same 
with the canister or reservoir—the air 
above becomes explosive. 

This state of things occurs constantly in 
the lamp, as the fluid Burns away, and in the 
can or reservoir as the fluid is, from time to 
time, poured out for use. 

It is so common that the fluids are poured 
into the lamp and from the Can, with a flattie 
near at hand, and perhaps burning in the 
lamp itself, that we must continue to expect 
these very distressing casualties, by ex¬ 
plosion and burning, because most persons 
who perform these duties are ignorant ofthe 
danger and its cause, and the few who know 
better, are often rash and presumptous. 

The clanger may be entirely avoided by 
the use of the Wire Gauze Protectors, that 
have been recently introduced.

Mulberry is found to be the best for feeding 
silk worms, and it is hardy and of rapid 
growth. Mr. G. says an acre of the mul¬ 
berry will net a family $1000 a year for 
raising cocoons, and the labor can be per¬ 
formed by women and children in six weeks. 
The worms do not need artificial heart, and 
no extraordinary attention in the Ohio Val¬ 
ley climate. The quantity of cocoons rais¬ 
ed is now increasing ; and Mr. G., who is. 
arf enterprising gentleman of great Wealth, 
is resolved to continue the manufacture of 
silk, not as a matter of profit, but, if possi¬ 
ble, to induce a more general attention to 
the American silk business. We can and 
should become independent of Europe in 
silk frabrics.

AN ELECTRiC LADY. 

During the last year (says a German pa¬ 
per) a new phenomenon in electricty has 
come to light in Vienna, Austria. A lady, 
on the evening of the 25th of January 1852, 
become so highly charged with electricity 
as to give out vivid electric sparks from the 
end of each finger to the face of each of the 
company present.
